When 
Smith 
officially 
resigned, by letter, Monday 
morning, he commented in 
his letter that he was leaving 
Kunkle in charge until the 
commissioners appointed a

However, Dickerson ob­ 
jected to the idea that af­ 
ternoon, stating th a t he 
didn’t think Kunkle should 
be favored over others in the 
department.

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Near-Perfect Robbery Found 


CHICAGO (U P I) - Had it 
not been for a lack of air in a 
vault 
at 
an 
Armored 
Express Corp. office, a $1 
million-plus robbery might 
have gone unnoticed. 
Between $1 million and $3 
million in cash was taken 
from the vault during the 
weekend and plastic bags 
containing 
gasoline and 
equipped with time fuses 
were placed in the vault. 
The firebombs went off 
Monday morning, but the 
fire burned itself out because 
of the lack of air in the 15-by- 
20-foot 
vault, 
said 
Lt. 
Edward Neville of the police 
bomb and arson squad. 
“ Only two of the 13 bags 
ignited,” Neville said. 
“ They just couldn’t burn 
without air,” said another 
investigator. “ If they had, 
the robbery might not have 
b e e n 
d i s c o v e r e d . 


Investigators would 
think 
the money was destroyed in 
the fire.” 
The loss was discovered 
after a smoke detector 
alarm 
sounded 
early 
Monday and firemen arrived 
at the scene. They found the 
vault filled with smoke, but 
the fire had burned itself out. 
Several left-over bags con­ 
taining money were scor­ 
ched, but no money was 
destroyed, police said. 
Officials 
of 
Armored 
Express, 
a 
division 
of 
Purolator Security Inc., 
today were attempting to 
determine the extent of the 
loss, estimated at between $1 
and $3 million. 
“ We know they got a good 
$1 million, probably more — 
maybe a lot more —but we 
won’t know 
exactly 
how 
much until Tuesday,” a 
police spokesman said. 


The F B I said it was at­ 
tempting to find grounds for 
entering the investigation. 
Police theorized that two 
bombings in the North Side 
area where the Armored 
Express Office is located 
may have been carried out in 
order to divert police from 
the robber.

Carolina, Illinois and Massa­ 
chusetts drove here for a 
swap session, and both 
Cyphers and Nist have 
traveled as far as Detroit in 
pursuit of their hobby. 
Unlike stamp or coin 
collectors, BCCA members 
are not interested in making 
money. Organization bylaws 
forbid members from buying 
or selling empties, although 
they do buy full cans. 
“The lack of money makes 
it a lot more relaxed and 
friendly,” said Bill Whit­ 
worth, who drove from 
Wayne, Mich., to attend the 
Pittsburgh tradein.

collecting license plates— 
I’ve got

15,000 of 
them—but I’m getting into 
beer cans more these days. 
With license plates everyone 
is in it for the dollar.” 
Whitworth kind of fell into 
his hobby, salvaging several 
hundred cans his uncle was 
throwing out.
